While wc are scraping about 
our premises here to help obtain 
vitally needed steel and iron to 
help win the war, let's take a lit­ 
tle look around Duluth, Minn, 
and on the Groat Lakes, Where 
most of America's huge iron sup­ 
ply is moved.

that Uncle Sam needs every pound 
of scrap metal that can be iound. 
While» in Duluth recently I saw- 
huge docks where a 
trainload 
of ore—mind you. I said train- 
load, not a carload—is received 
and dumped every 20 minutes, 
day and night, 
and

stream of monster 
ore 
boat> 
nose in at the docks, receive their 
load of around 10,000 tons within 
a very brief space of time, and 
head out under the famous lift 


b r i d g e into Lake Superior and 
toward the lug steel centers of 
the United States. 
They are moving around 90,- 
000,000 tons of ore through the 
G reat Lakes this year, and most 
of it comes from the iron ranges 
of northern Minn€%ota and Michi­ 
gan. 
A steady line of big ore boats 
is on the move, riding high in 
thp water as they head toward 
Duluth, and very low in the w a t­ 
er when their heavy cargo of ore 
is received and they head back 
eastward, 
I saw scores upon scores of 
these big boats going to and com­ 
ing from the big iron ports on 
Lake Superior, and one of the 
big docks 
at Duluth 
has 
384 
spouts for loading the ore direct­ 
ly into the holds of the ore boa s. 
I was told that the Great North­ 
ern Railroad has tracks for 7,200 
ore cars at onr time, and 44 lo­ 
comotives are used to handle the 
ore trains. Most of the ore comes 
from

Thirst is one of the most deli­ 
cate regu lators of any of the gen­ 
eral bodily sensations—far more 
reliable than hu nger. We are often 
hu ngry when we do not need any 
food, bu t thirst does not trick u s 
that way and you may be per­ 
fectly certain that if the body con­ 
tent of water goes even the slight­ 
est decimal point below normal, 
you will get thirsty in a big way 
and demand water. 
Does the sense of thirst ever 
deceive u s? Or, to pu t the qu es­ 
tion ano ther way, wou ld drinking 
water more than the actu al needs 
of the body dictate be good for 
some people? Possibly. 
It is an 
indication that constipation is de­ 
pendent more on lack of bu lk of 
the food than the u se or avoidance 
of any particu lar kind of food, 
that extra water drinking and 
nothing else will often be su ffi­ 
cient to overcome it. 
Cau se of Peristaltic Wav e 
Regu lar bowel evacu ation is a 
fu nction of the left side of the 
large rntestine and that is stimu ­ 
lated to contraction by any peris­ 
taltic wave. Pu tting anything in 
the stomach starts a peristaltic 
wav e. That is why after break­ 
fast is the u su al time for the 
daily evacu ation. 
The pe r i s t a l s i s i ni t i a t e d 
by 
breakfast goes dow*n the entire di­ 
gestive canal u ntil it hits the seg­ 
ment in the lower bowel where 
a 
24 hou r accu mu lation is ready to 
be moved on. There mu st be time 
for ano ther accu mu lation before 
peristalsis exerts any action, which 
is probably why lu nch and supper 
cau se no action. 
Many people are constipated 
simply because their fo o d inges­ 


tion lacks bu lk and many more 
becau se it is too dry. Fo r these 
deliberate extra water drinking 
is a logical remedy. 
One prominent physician points 
ou t that many women drink only 
two or three glasses a day and 
contends that a person who is con­ 
stipated shou ld drink two qu arts 
a day. 


Helpfu l in Moat Cases 


This seems to be the consensu s 
of opinion of those physicians who 
have stu died the qu estion—eight 
to ten glasses of water a day for 
any who tend to be constipated. 
Excessive amou nts may be helpfu l 
in some cases. 
The u se of a glass of water on 
first arising in the morning as 
a 
treatment for constipation 
has 
plenty of su ppo rt not only from 
practical experience bu t also from 
theoretical 
science. 
Hot 
water 
shou ld be u sed, becau se, as Schu le 
showed long ago, hot water es­ 
capes from the stomach faster 
than cold. The heat increases pow­ 
erfu lly the movements of the stom- 
n* h walls, and also cau ses the 
pyloru s, the exit from the stomach, 
to open, thu s allowing the water to 
pa s rapidly into the intestine. 
This is an explanation of its relief 
in case of stomach pain. The glass 
of water shou ld be sipped slowly 
while dressing before breakfast.

Senator Burton (R-Ohio) was 
ready today to support legisla­ 
tion to draft young men 18 and 
19 years old.

limits was made after careful 
consideration of the problem. 
"If our military authorities re­ 
quest this draft. Congress should 
authorize it,” said the senator in 
his speech. 
"We are at war. The choice is 
between painful alternatives. It 
is a 
choice 
between 
requiring 
j military training and service, on 
the one hand, of men of 18 or 19, 
usually single, without depend- 
; ents and not established in earn ­ 
ing their living, or on the other 
i band, of men of 21 up to 45 years 
of age, each with a wife, and one 
or more children and generally 
established at a trade or on a 
farm. To be controlled by parti­ 
san or political considerations on 
this issue is treason to our cause. 
It must be decided solely on the 
facts and in the interests of the 
nation and of our people as 
a 
whole. 
"In this and our previous wars 
we have accepted enlistments at 
18 or less. In the last w ar we au­ 
thorized the draft of men between 
18 and 45.
